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White House reveals plan to inhibit campus sexual assault

One in five female students 
reading this will be the victim of 
sexual assault or attempted sexual 
assault in college, according to a 
2007 study by the National Insti- 
tute of Justice. 

The White House announced 
new guidelines, supplemented by 
NIJ's study, on Tuesday meant to 
pressure public universities to do 
more to prevent sexual violence 
and help the victims of that vio- 
lence. 

On Thursday, the Department 
of Education divulged the names 
of 55 colleges currently being in- 
vestigated for violating Title IX 
with regards to sexual assault on 
campus. Title IX prohibits public 
universities from discriminating 
against individuals based on gen- 
der. 

Although K-State is not under 
investigation, the new guidelines 
suggested by the "Not Alone" re- 
port will apply to the school. 

About 75 percent of female 



victims know the attacker, Valerie 
Jarrett, senior adviser to President 
Barack Obama and chair of the 
White House Council on Women 
and Girls, said in a conference call 
Thursday. 

Jarrett said she listened to a 
survivor of sexual assault during 
the course of the task force's three- 
month investigation. 

"As a mom, all I could think 
about was, 'What if it was my 
daughter?'" Jarrett said. 

Among its recommendations, 
the White House wants colleges to 
conduct campus climate surveys 
about sexual assault to determine 
how serious the problem is for the 
specific school. 

Lynn Rosenthal, senior White 
House adviser on Violence Against 
Women, said the task force created 
a tool kit for universities to use in 
developing their own surveys. The 
problem of underreporting sexual 
assault on campus is common, ac- 
cording to Rosenthal. 

"Individual schools really 
don't know the extent of the prob- 
lem on campus," Rosenthal said. 
"The school can use the survey to 



develop their own policy (for sexu- 
al assault reporting)." 

If proven successful, the 
White House might recommend 
the survey be required of all uni- 
versities by 2016. 

Rosenthal said schools should 
be allowed to have confidential 
resources, like counselors, that 
sexual assault victims can talk to 
without being forced to report the 
incident. Many victims want to 
come forward, but are too afraid of 
being pulled into legal action, ac- 
cording to Rosenthal. 

"We recognize the need for 
survivors to talk to someone on the 
front end," Rosenthal said. 

Tony West, associate attor- 
ney general for the Department of 
Justice, said universities needed to 
adopt a holistic approach in order 
to combat sexual assault crimes. 
He said too much focus has been 
placed on women and self-defense 
and not enough on men's behavior. 

"We need to shift our think- 
ing," West said. "We need to teach 
men and women how to become 
active bystanders." 

Jarrett said men need to play 



a larger role in reducing sexual 
assaults on campus, especially by 
intervening when they see it hap- 
pening. 

"We need men to step up at ev- 
ery phase," Jarrett said. 

The task force's report also 
calls upon the government to be 
more transparent with its efforts to 
enforce the law. As part of that ef- 
fort, the group has set up the web- 
site notalone.gov. 

A set of public service an- 
nouncements were also released 
this week. The PSAs feature the 
president, vice president, and ce- 
lebrities such as Steve Carrell and 
Daniel Craig calling on men to stop 
sexual assaults from happening. 

Jarrett said that although the 
group was set up to address female 
victims, they also recognize male 
and LGBT victims. 

"Title IX covers LGBT stu- 
dents," Jarrett said. "We want peo- 
ple to know this covers all commu- 
nities." 

Ameerah McBride, deputy Ti- 
tle IX coordinator for K-State, said 
she could not offer any comment 
on the task force's report. 



End of semester translates into 
more pets, fewer owners in Manhattan

When Lucille Sadlon first bought her 
betta fish, she didn't consider who 
would care for her little blue pet 
when she traveled home to Chicago at the end 
of each semester. 

"This is the first time I've made a bad de- 
cision about animals," Sadlon, sophomore in 
architecture, said. "I got him and just assumed 
I would find someone to take care of him over 
breaks." 

Her predicament is a common one for 
many college students. Dr. Lisa Pohlman, 
veterinarian and president of the Riley Coun- 
ty Humane Society, said there is generally an 
increase in the requests to surrender animals 
to the humane society at the end of each ac- 
ademic year. 

"What concems me the most is the in- 
crease in animals that are just abandoned, 
either by leaving them outside to fend for 
themselves, or by leaving them in the home 
for the landlord to find, hopefully in time to 
save their lives before they starve or die of 
dehydration," Pohlman said. "The latter is not 
common, but it occurs at least a few times a 
year. It just shouldn't happen at all." 

Students who live in the residence halls, 
like Sadlon, are required to take their pets 
home over breaks or find other arrangements. 
Sadlon said she decided to take her betta fish, 
Matteo, home to Chicago. 

"Since my parents are driving here, I am 
going to put him in a little container and drive 
the 600 miles home," Sadlon said. 

Brooks Hetle, residence coordinator at 
Goodnow Hall, said that if any pets are left 
behind by students and found by hall staff, 
they help the student make arrangements for 
the break. Sometimes they aren't able to catch 
the left-behind pets before students leave. He- 
tie said. 

"If there was a pet we didn't catch, we 
would try to find a staff member that could 
take care of the animal over break," Hetle 
said. "We don't want any harm to come to the 
pet." 

If that were to happen, Hetle said that a 
hall staff member would have a conversation 
with the student about the pet policy.

Two slain officers to be honored 
at Kansas Law Enforcement 
Officers Memorial Day 

The 32nd annual Kansas Law En- 
forcement Officers Memorial Day cer- 
emony will start today at noon in the 
Statehouse. Gov. Sam Brownback will 
add the names of two law enforcement 
officers from Kansas history to the me- 
morial, who were killed in the line of duty 
to honor their sacrifice. 

The law enforcement being honored 
are Officer Samuel B. McLemore of the 
Fort Scott Police Department, who was 
shot and killed as he tried to arrest two 
suspected train robbers on Jan. 23, 1892, 
and Motorcycle Patrolman James M. 
Karr, Jr., who was shot and killed while 
in pursuit of a speeding car on July 10, 
1916. 

The memorial currently contains the 
names of 271 Kansas law enforcement 
officers killed in the line of duty. Brown- 
back ordered flags to be flown at half-staff 
today in remembrance of their service.

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BatCats hope to hop out of last place

As the 2014 
season nears its 
close, the baseball team will hope 
to hop out of last place in the Big 12 
as they travel to Fort Worth, Texas 
for a weekend series against No. 22 
TCU. 

With 10 games remaining in 
their season and nine in conference 
play, K-State (23-22, 4-11 Big 12) 
is fighting to get out of ninth place 
in the Big 12, as just the top eight 
teams play in the Big 12 Tourna- 
ment in May. After finishing first in 
the league last season, the Wildcats 
are nowhere close to where they 
wanted to be before the year started. 
However, a strong finish would at 
least earn them some extra games. 

TCU (31-13, 10-5 Big 12) may 
prove to be one of the toughest 
teams on the Wildcats' schedule this 
year, led by their stellar pitching. 
The Horned Frogs' pitching staff 
has a 2.92 ERA this season, which 
is third-best in the Big 12. 

Friday night's matchup will pit 
K-State sophomore Levi MaVorhis 
(5-5, 3.62 ERA) against the Horned 
Frogs' ace and one of the top pitch- 
ers in the Big 12 Brandon Finnegan 
(7-2, 1.50 ERA). 

Saturday's starters will be 
for Jordan Floyd (0-1, 5.60 EE^) 
K-State and Preston Morrison (6-3 , 
1.42 ERA) for TCU. 

Sunday will be a matchup be- 
tween K-State freshman Nate Griep 
(3-4, 3.50 EE^) and Tyler Alexan- 
der (5-3, 2.52 ERA). 

K-State 's offense has been 
paced all season by senior second 
baseman Ross Kivett, who leads 
the team in batting average (.339), 
on-base percentage (.452), doubles 
(10), stolen bases (19), total bases 
(79) and is tied for the team lead 
with three home runs as he prepares 
to put the final notes on his K-State 
career. 

Ranking second in on-base 
percentage and slugging is desig-

nated hitter Tanner DeVinny, who 
has enjoyed a solid freshman cam- 
paign for the Wildcats. DeVinny 
has been especially stellar in Big 
12 play, where his .349 average is 
third in the conference, while his 



.628 slugging percentage and .472 
on-base percentage against Big 12 
teams are both first. 

TCU's offense has plenty 
of threats, starting with Boomer 
White, who is batting .351 on the 



season, and is tied for the team lead 
with 28 RBIs. The other team lead- 
er in that category is Kevin Cron, 
who is only batting .266, but paces 
the squad with 13 doubles and four 
home runs. 



K-State to host Haylett Invitational

After two months of meets, the 
track and field team's season is com- 
ing to an end. K-State will host the 
Ward Haylett Invitational, the first 
of their two annual home meets, this 
weekend. 

The invitational 's namesake is 
the former Wildcat track and field 
coach of 35 years. 

After an impressive perfor- 
mance last weekend from sopho- 
more thrower Sara Savatovic, the 
women's team jumped up in the 
rankings from No. 33 in the nation to 



season-high No. 26. This season, the 
Wildcats had previously reached No. 
28 in the ranking two weeks ago. 

The men's team took an oppo- 
site route in the ranking this week, 
falling massively. From their No. 50 
ranking last week, the Wildcats fell 
62 spots to No. 112. This is the low- 
est the men's team has been ranked 
all season. 

In the individual rankings, the 
Wildcats are well represented in the 
women's high jump event. They 
have both sophomore Alyx Trea- 
sure (1.85 meters) and junior Joslyn 
Barnes (1 .81 meters) in the top 15 in 
the nation, coming in at No. 4 and 
No. 13 respectively. 

Savatovic leads the throwers 
on the team, coming in ranked No. 



5 in the nation with a throw of 65.19 
meters. The defending Big 12 cham- 
pion, etched her fourth career first 
place finish in the Hammer throw 
last weekend in Des Moines, Iowa. 

After a week of not competing, 
senior sprinter Carlos Rodriguez 
will need to continue his recent suc- 
cess. Rodriguez has five first place 
finishes this year, including having 
the 38th best 200-meter dash time 
in nation, with a wind-aided time 
of 20.83 seconds during the Jim 
Click Shootout in Tucson, Arizona 
in April. 

The field events will begin 
promptly at 9:30 a.m., followed by 
the track events starting at 2:30 p.m. 
All events will be held at the R.V. 
Christian Track in Manhattan.

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Freedom of Food 




Government: stay out of our mouths

Our country was founded on the idea of 
freedom, and it's a big part of what makes 
us such a great country. Unfortunately, our 
country's government has a nasty habit of 
sticking its nose in our business and eroding 
these freedoms. 

I have often heard people say, "You can't 
legislate morality." Then why would anyone 
think that the opposite is true with obesity? 
As Ron Swanson from Parks and Recreation 
once said, "The whole point of this country 
is if you want to eat garbage, balloon up to 
600 pounds, and die of a heart attack at 43, 
you can. You are free to do so. To me, that's 
beautiful." 

It's nobody's responsibility but ours to 
keep ourselves in shape. It is naive to think 
that if somebody really wants to eat five Big 
Macs or drink a gallon of soda, anything aside 
from the lack of money in their wallet is going 
to stop them. 

Back during the New York City's 16 
ounce-soda ban of 2013, professor of behav- 
ioral economics at Cornell University's Dyson 
School of Applied Economics and Manage- 
ment David Just told the Los Angeles Times 
that when a person wanting to buy a large 
soda is prevented from doing so, "they're 
going to display what we call reactance — a 
rebelliousness, a determination to circumvent 
this policy, an attitude of, T'll show them.'" 

Beyond that, requiring every fast food 
vendor to provide a calorie count just makes 
it more costly for the businesses to operate. 
Then, they have to increase prices to cover 
new fees. A 2013 study on mandatory calorie 
labeling policies by Brian Elbel, associate 
professor of population health and health 
policy at the New York University School of 
Medicine, said researchers "found no differ- 
ence in calories purchased or fast-food visits 
after the introduction of the policy." 

Not only do these requirements increase 
the cost onto the consumer, they could stop 
new start-ups from happening. Let's say 
somebody wanted to open a chain of food 
trucks or a restaurants. They better know the 
calorie counts for their menu. They can't just 
add the numbers on the packaging of the raw 



ingredients, either; the calorie calculation 
process is more complicated than that. 

Research from Harvard University 
published in 2011 found, "that cooking 
substantially increases the energy gained from 
meat, leading to elevations in body mass that 
are not attributable to differences in food 
intake or activity levels." The study said that 
their research also highlights, as they said, "a 
weakness in current food labeling practices." 

The story is the same for in- store label- 
ing. Though companies are already required 
to label their food products with nutrition 
facts, the FDA is proposing further unneces- 
sary changes to nutrition labels. They want 
to increase the size and make the font size of 
calorie counts larger, among various other 
things. More printer ink, which we all know is 
insanely expensive, will be used, so obviously 
we'll feel it in our wallets to some extent. 

It is not the place of the government to 
tell me how much of something I can buy, nor 
tell a food vendor how to operate, especially 
when we are supposed to be the land of the 
free. We are adults; we know that eating an 
entire pizza or downing a gallon of ice cream 
isn't the best idea for our waistlines. 

And why just leave regulating obesity to 
the food, when can the government force its 
view of exercise on the people? It's not real- 
istic (quite dystopian, actually), but if they're 
already telling you how to eat based on health 
concerns, we all know that a little exercise can 
help you keep the pounds off and help your 
overall health. Instead of blaming food and 
vendors, why can't people put the weight back 
on their shoulders to be responsible and lose 
the pounds they gain? 

If people want new nutrition labels or 
calorie counts, they should go to the com- 
panies. If people won't buy your product 
because another company is doing something 
you aren't, you'll probably change business 
practices. In a world of consumerism, money 
talks and government should just listen.

Government intervention healthy, not forceful

As a nation, we are killing 
ourselves with what we eat. 

After decades of consuming 
Big Gulps and Big Macs, the 
percent of overweight or obese 
Americans has gone up almost 
64 percent to a staggering 70 
percent of citizens in the last 70 
years, leading to increased rates 
for heart attacks, diabetes and 
other fatal conditions. 

Until recently, the govern- 
ment stayed relatively out of it; 
we were free to eat as much of 
whatever we wanted to. Finding 
fast food nutrition information 
required locating a greasy pam- 
phlet partially hidden behind 
the drink machine - a drink 
machine where you could fill up 
a 44 ounce cup with a quarter 
of the maximum daily recom- 
mended number of calories for 
just $1.50. 

Because of this mentality, 
governmental restrictions on 
everything from mega-sized so- 
das in New York to the USDA's 
public school lunch restrictions 
in recent years have been met 
with opposition. Change can 
be difficult, and change that 
appears to take away a "de- 
served" freedom can be even 
harder. But how many freedoms 
have we actually lost in light of 
these new restrictions compared 
to what new opportunities we've 
gained? 

We are still allowed to 
purchase and eat what we want. 
You can still buy and eat an 
entire pizza, or eat nothing but 
fried chicken for your entire 
(albeit short) life. The Wal-Mart 
cashier doesn't end your transac- 
tion when you reach 15 2-liters 
of pop. None of the governmen- 
tal restrictions have kept you 



from buying what you want. 

The one exception to this, 
which was repealed in March 
2013, was the New York soda 
ban. Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
outlawed sodas over 1 6 ounces 
through the city Health Depart- 
ment and without support of the 
Council. His goal was to help 
limit super- sized cups of diabe- 
tes-inducing sugar concoctions. 
It was repealed by a judge when 
it was ruled that Bloomberg 
had overstepped his bounds. It 
is set to go to the states' Court 
of Appeals in early June. But, 
before you blame the entire U.S. 
government, remember that this 
was the action was of one man 
in one city. 

Another element of govern- 
mental interaction is the require- 
ment of nutrition information, 
mainly caloric content, at food 
food restaurants and the newly 
unveiled food nutrition labels 
recently proposed by the Federal 
Drug Administration. These new 
measures are for educational 
purposes only. All the informa- 
tion was previously available in 
the same locations; it was just 
a little harder to see or get to. 
Are we complaining that the 
government has made things 
easier for us? 

These small changes prob- 
ably won't reverse the trends of 
obesity; they aren't intrusive, 
expensive or inconvenient. Stud- 
ies of the effects of the menu 
board fast food nutrition counts 
have shown that they make 
little difference in most people's 
choices. The only difference is 
now we know what we're doing 
and we chose to do it anyway. 

Another health-conscious 
move on behalf of the govern- 
ment was the January 2011 shift 
to healthier public school lunch- 
es, publicly spearheaded by first 
lady Michelle Obama as part of 
the Healthy, Hunger-Free Kids 



Act of 2010. Menus are required 
to slowly decrease the amount 
of starchy vegetables, reduce so- 
dium (which often topped 1 ,600 
milligram), establish calorie 
maximum and minimums and 
increase fruits and vegetables 
and whole grains. 

It is a disservice to our 
youth to not provide them with 
the best opportunities possible 
- including the best possible 
nutrition. Approximately 32 
million students each lunch at 
their school every day; about 25 
million are overweight. If the 
government suddenly provided 
badass football uniforms for the 
football team or iPads for all 
students, we wouldn't be com- 
plaining. But, when it comes to 
healthier food options (and it 
is an option; students can still 
bring their own lunches), it's 
suddenly abhorrent. 

What and how much we eat 
is still very much our choice. 
Government involvement has 
increased in recent years, as 
the situation becomes more 
and more severe, but the efforts 
have been unobtrusive and 
educational in nature. Fighting 
against these efforts to protect 
something as basic as America's 
health is irresponsible. 

Until we see a TS A- style 
supervisor at Wal-Mart or a ban 
on all Big Macs and Big Gulps 
everywhere, we should relax 
and use the information and 
opportunities available to our 
advantage.

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K-State named 2014 Friend of the Flint Hills for conservation efforts

The Flint Hills Discovery Center 
Foundation will recognize K-State for 
its nature conservation work in the Flint 
Hills Sunday. K-State will be named the 
2014 Friend of the Flint Hills during a 
private dinner and ceremony on Sunday 
at the Flint Hills Discovery Center. 

K-State 's work in conserving the 
Flint Hills comes from its work in re- 
search, public education and public 
involvement. According to an April 
16 K-State press release, more than 
31 researchers involved with K-State 
are studying Flint Hills-related topics 
ranging from the history of the prairie 
to grassland ecology. 

President Kirk Schulz and first 
lady Noel Schulz will be at the cere- 
mony to accept the award. Invitations 
to the private ceremony have also been 
sent to roughly 120 K-State employees 
including the deans of eight colleges, 
administrative officials, staff and fac- 
ulty who were directly involved with 
the conservation work. Flint Hills Dis- 
covery Center staff and volunteers with 
connections to K-State have also been 
invited. 

The Friend of the Flint Hills award 
began in 2012 and recognizes either an 



individual, a non-government affiliated 
organization or a public institution that 
has had a significant impact. This is the 
first time that K-State has been named a 
Friend of the Flint Hills, as well as the 
first time the foundation has awarded 
the honor to a public institution. The 
first two were awarded to individuals. 

"In the past years, we have rec- 
ognized Brian Obermeyer and Jane 
Koger," said V. Marie Martin, develop- 
ment manager for the foundation. 

Obermeyer, who serves as the di- 
rector of the Nature Conservancy's 
Flint Hills Initiative, was awarded the 
honor for his work helping to preserve 
the biological integrity of the Flint 
Hills. Koger, a Flint Hills rancher, was 
recognized for her vision and leader- 
ship in Flint Hills preservation. 

The event is being funded by the 
foundation, which is a nonprofit that 
obtains its funding from other foun- 
dations, grants, private donors and 
individual and corporate donations. 
According to the foundation's mis- 
sion statement, the main purpose of 
the foundation is the preservation and 
management of the Flint Hill region's 
tallgrass prairie.

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Abundant Facebook ads frustrate followers

We live in a world driven 
by marketing techniques.

According to Paul Tassi's July 
1, 2013 Forbes article titled, "Face- 
book's Advertising Is Starting To 
Spiral Out Of Control," Facebook 
has over 1 million advertisers pour- 
ing money into the property that is 
our newsfeed. By the end of 2013, 
Facebook had over 1 .23 billion us- 
ers worldwide, according to a Feb. 4 
Guardian article. 

There is uncertainty about 
whether or not the advertisements 
people see when using Facebook 
are actually beneficial to put on 
people's news feeds. Some appear 
to have the most disdain for Face- 
book's video ads.

pre-professional education, said. 
"But, I do think that it is annoying 
when the videos play by them- 
selves, especially when I'm out in 
public." 

Michael O'Laughlin, fresh- 
man in finance, said that though he 
agreed with Lett, he is a little more 
open about the idea. 

"I do notice them, but I've 
kind of learned to just pan over 
them when I'm scrolling down my 
newsfeed," O'Laughlin said. "They 
don't bug me too much, but it would 
be a little more convenient if they 
weren't there, though." 

While Lett and O'Laughlin find 



video ads to be annoying but avoid- 
able, sophomore in milling science 
and management Matt Salter said 
he found them to be completely un- 
necessary. 

"They suck," Salter said. 
"They're annoying. I just want to 
look at my newsfeed without seeing 
them everywhere." 

The ads tend to be most pre- 
dominant when users log in with a 
computer rather than a smartphone. 

"They're on my newsfeed, but 
they don't like pop up and aren't 
like banners like they are on other 
apps," O'Laughlin said. 

According to Facebook's De- 



velopers page, anyone can make a 
Facebook ad and tailor its audience 
based on age, gender, interests, lo- 
cation and the operating platform. 

While common users of Face- 
book may see these ads as an in- 
vasion of privacy and feel violated 
like Salter does, those involved in 
marketing see this as a very suc- 
cessful technique to reach certain 
audiences. 

"I think any type of advertise- 
ment on a popular social media site 
is a smart marketing approach," 
Nicholas Strohm, senior in market- 
ing, said. "Millions of people are on 
Facebook every day, which gives a 



certain advertisement the opportu- 
nity to be viewed by a large amount 
of people." 

Strohm said the advertisements 
on Facebook do, in fact, bring rev- 
enue to the companies that buy up 
those ad spots. 

"Any advertisement that is 
available to millions of people has 
a higher chance of reaping the bene- 
fits," Strohm said. 

With a marketing perspective 
on the topic, it's easier to under- 
stand why Facebook has allowed 
its newsfeed to become the infor- 
mation super highway's latest bill- 
board.

"If they can't fulfill the 
responsibilities listed in the 
pet policy, then they will be 
asked to remove their pet 
from the hall," Hetle said. 

At the Riley County Hu- 



mane Society, Pohlman said 
she faces a different issue 
concerning students and their 
pets. The Riley County Hu- 
mane Society is a foster-only 
organization, meaning that 
animals surrendered to the 
humane society are placed in 



a foster home until they are 
adopted. 

"We need time to find 
placement for animals that 
are being surrendered to us," 
Pohlman said. "All too often 
people want to surrender their 
pets 'now,' or 'by tomorrow,' 



and that doesn't give us time 
to help." 

Pohlman said that since 
many of the humane society's 
fosters are students who leave 
at the end of the school year, 
the humane society is always 
recruiting more fosters to 



handle the increase in surren- 
dered pets. 

"It's like a double wham- 
my, more animals needing 
help with fewer fosters to 
place them with," Pohlman 
said. 

Despite the complications 



of arranging summer plans for 
her pet, Sadlon said she likes 
having Matteo around. 

"It just makes the dorm 
feel more homey, like I am 
coming back to someone," 
Sadlon said. "He's always 
happy to see me."
